Reports from Paris state that a violent revo-
lutiopary muapilesto poblished by the Paris
LPays, which was cireulared o London & month
neo, seems to be generally looked npon ns a
mere fabricution. Tne Avenir Nalional sug-
geris that 1t has been wavufdcrured for govern=
ment purposes by goverument agents, and says

Cable Communication with the Uaited
Staten.

The Parle Union, adverting to the enncession
latels made by the French Government for an
cleetiie cable to the Urnited States, pives the
following explanation on the subject:—

The line is to be divided into two seotions, the
firer comprising the part between Brest nmd B,
Pierie-M quelon, about 2688 nautical miles, and

the socona the rpace hetween the statious st 8t.
Plerre and New York, or 950 miles, Tuis route

has the double advantage over the existing tele-
ruph of serving for the French fisheries of

ew'onndlnnd aod of being less costly in
construction, The straight line, in fact,
ofters almost insurmountable difficulties, io
consequence of the currents and deptts to be
met with st every step, while that sdopted by
the new company follows almost luvariably o
e of table land, the known bottom of which
uflords a certainty of success, The French
cable should, according to the terms of the
churter, be insugorated by the 1st of August,
i869. The eoncessioniets have consequently
plrendy placed themselves in s position to fulil
their engagemeunts by tuking into association
the most emuinent and practical men of Tneland
and France in the sclence of electric tele.
grapty. The laying down of the cable will
tuke place fo the months of Joly and Augnst,
1864, the two best of the year for sach an ope-
mnon. The studies of the project are termi-
pated, and an additional guaruntee is furnished
by the fact that the persons who will invest
tbeir ecapital in thie really natioval work have
condueted their examination with equal intelli-
gence aud prudenee, The trace which has been
preferred sssures guceess, whilst the other wus
1ull of perl nnd uscertpinty, One of the great
delecis of the lipe which unites England to
America is the bigh rate charged, but the new
one will not have the same Inconvenliences,
The cbarter, in fixing the maximum tarifd at
one houdred fruncs for twenty words, has estab-
lirhed a comperition which will be advauntageous
{o 1he new enterprice,

A fesrful necident is reported from Fontaine-
blesu, Works ate in progress there to bring
the waters of the Vanoe to Paris. A landship
took place on July 20, and buried eight men
alive., Whep the efarth was removed four of
them were dead, aud the others 8o mueh injured
as 1o leave but httle hope ol théir recovery.
As soou s the disaster was made known to the
Empress, her Majesty, with that kivdliness
which entitles ber to nuiversal respect and admoi-
rutiop, inmmediately took steps to place the
fumilies of the viciims beyond the reach of
want, 5

¥ % ® The crowd endeavoring to make the
arrest of the nurderers were all negroes, Tae
poese of the Deputy Bherifi were all whites, The
whites allege that they were #ired upon and
acted in seif-detense, and unaer the legal autho-
rity of the Sheriff, The result is that irom ity
to sixly negroes were killed, but not a single
white man hus been killed or injared, The se-
counts add that two railrond trains
were seized, and that large bodies of armed
whites were sent Irom Bryan and other points
to Millicun, Hecently, an armed force
of two houdied whites surrouunded jan
officer ol the United States, in Freeswone county
and rescued some prisopers from his hands, Oa

the 4th of July, at Jetierson City, an armed
force of three hundred men  took
posiession of the place, fortited the

houses, and picketed Lhe roads leading to the
city, What means this? It is simply armed
rebellion apsinst the Government, The Revels
of Texas are to-day better armed and beuter
organized thau they were during the lute civil
wAr, \They nre looking forward to the Presiden-
tial election, aud the refusal to count the “while
man's" eleoloral votes of the Southern States,
which they propose to eleet in informal elec-
tions, ns they did the delegates Lo the secession
convention o Texus in 1860, as furnishiog the

TRSTIMOKY OF A COLORED WITNESS,

The freedmen had been in the habit of con-
gregatiog at their ball, which the Rebs Lad
termed **He!ll of the Loyal Leagone” Two
weeks ago, o number of the white oitizens pro-
pored and opeuly w~owed that they would break
up the Loyal League., They eame there in the
night, fully sarmed, 1o the number oL wwenty or
niore, und fired severnl ghots into the house
where the colored men were cougregated, It
wie then agrecd by the colored men toat, I
they came thers azuin to moelest them, they, the
colored men, would protect them-elyes, Noth-
fng further occarted until Teursday last, when

the Rev. Mr. Brouks, a colere! padtor, with
twenty-five men, went to learn the fate
of u colored mun who was 1eported
to have Dbeen hanged on  the evenng

previous, On thelr returo to thelr homes, i a
pencesble und Jaw-abiding manner, they were
waylaid and fired vpon by & body of white citl.
zens, who lay in ambush Yor them, klling two
colored men. This occurred without any threais
or neis of violence on the part ot the colored
men. The whites then incrensed in numbers Lo
over three hundred, They went to every colored
houee and took what arms and monitious of war
they could find, npd dehiberntely kilted or
wounded every colored man they could find, 1
sm really and positively sure that the pum-
ber of eolered men killed will reach (60)
sixty, while not ope of the whites were Killeg,
1 was one of the party who had to run away,
thus saving my Iie, The whites went to my
house, and took away three gone I had, and
broke aud destroyed all my household ferniture,
It 15 & wellkeown fnet, which cun be fully
proved here, that it was o wilful determination
on the part of disloynl white men to murder
every Unlon man, white aod colored, in the
prighborhood, The leaders of this vutrage were
three ex-Kebels, nawed respectively Henderson
Hardie, samuel Bdwards, and George Stout, who
restde here. Governor Hamiton eorroborates
Lhis tegtimony,
